President Roosevelt urges Congress to pass an act conferring 


the full rights of citizenship on the Porto Ricans. This is a tardy 
act ot justice which should be delayed not a moment longer than is 
necessary 
The anomaly of people dwelling in United States terri- 


tory and owing exclusive allegiance to the United States Govern- 
ment being outside the pale of citizenship is the fruit of the per- 
nicious doctrine that the Constitution follows the flag only by per- 
mission of Congress 
There may have been an excuse for the theory 


that it is within the power of the legislative branch of the government 
to etxend or withhold the operation of the organic law in any given 
part of the territory of the United States, but it has no logical basis 
and is wholly at variance with the principle enunciated by Chief 
Justice Marshall and since accepted as fundamental and axiomatic, 
that the Constitution is self-operating and maintains itself by in- 
herent powers. In regard to the Philippines and Porto Rico, the 
courts have decided that Congress, the creation of the Constitution 
controls the operation of the Constitution in certain particulars anc 
latitudes. That decision, repugnant alike to common sense and the 
theory of constitutional government, having served its turn, it is 
now the duty of Congress to right one of the flagrant wrongs that 
were its direct consequence. The absurdity of holding the Porto 
Ricans as neither citizens nor aliens is only equaled by its injustice. 
It is an injustice, moreover, that achieves no result beneficial to 
anybody or any interest. It was merely the collateral consequence 
of an ad captandum decision rendered to fit a political exigency 
which arose because of a radical departure from our traditional 
National policy.

An Example of Legal Jugglery 


The Collins trial abounds in examples of the absurdity of our 


system of jurisprudence. 


Collins is being tried for perjury committed in making oath be- 


fore a court of law, in a collateral proceeding, that he is not the 
husband of Charlotta Collins, who has passed as his wife for upward 
of sixteen years 
When Mrs Collins is put on the stand to sub- 


stantiate her marriage and vindicate her claim to honorable wife- 
hood, the defendant stops her mouth with the objection that a wife 
cannot testify against her husband. If Mrs. Collins be really the 
wife of the defendant, and therefore incompetent to testify in the 
case at bar, then there is no defense to the prosecution. 


The contention of Collins is that he told the truth when he 


swore Charlotta-Collins is not his wife. The person whose honor, 
marital and property rights are at stake, together with the good 
name and legal status of her children, is debarred from testifying 
on the theory that the defendant is a villain and a perjurer. 


It is a legal maxim that trie law provides a remedy for every 


wrong. What remedy does it provide in this instance, where a de- 
fendant claims immunity from convicting testimony by conceding 
&e truth of the matter in dispute? To be consistent with itself the 
tew should compel a person in Collins' position to stand for all pur- 
poses upon one thing or the other. He should not be permitted to 
rule out incriminating evidence by pleading a marriage which he 
denies and which furnishes the basis for his prosecution.

Mitchell's Successor in the Senate 


As Governor Chamberlain of Oregon is a Democrat he will 


doubtless appoint a Democrat to fill the vacancy in the Senate 
created by the death of Mitchell, particularly as there are several 
able and aspiring men in the Webfoot Democratic ranks who will 
leave no stone unturned to gratify their ambition. Charles E. Ladd, 
the richest man in Oregon and the financial backer of the Portland 
Journal, has long cherished Senatorial aspirations, but his repudia- 
tion of Bryan and his support of McKinley is likely to array the 
rural Democracy against his appointment. He and his paper have 
been warm supporters of Governor Chamberlain, however, and this 
fact is likely to weigh m the Portland banker's favor in case he de- 
cides to press his claims 


The political change that \\ill result from the death of Mitchell 


^ will be temporary and 
unimportant. The 
Democratic minority, 


which is impotent on strictly party questions, will gain a vote, but 
the Republicans will lose nothing because Mitchell being under con- 
viction for felony was debarred by custom from taking part in Sen- 
ate proceedings 
He was simply a piece of dead timber for the 


time being, nominally a Senator, but unable to perform Senatorial 
functions, being not only persona non grata on the floor of 
the 


Senate but also in committee rooms and at the departments. 
v 
Whomsoever Governor Chamberlain appoints is likely to prove a 


warm supporter of the President's railroad rate policy, as the Oregon 
executive is a frank admirer of Roosevelt and has frequently ex- 
pressed his approval of the latter's domestic policy. Therefore, it 
is probable that the President will be stronger by a vote during this 
session in railway legislation for the Democrats winning a Senator 
from Oregon in the lottery of death. 
Next winter a Republican will 


be elected to succeed Governor Chamberlain's appointee. 


The death of John Mitchell, real name Hippie, was pathetic in 


its loneliness and desolate old age, but it conveys a terrible and in- 
structive lesson Mitchell, disgraced, forsaken, despised and shunned, 
was at once a Senator of the United States and a convicted felon. He 
Jbad repeatedly been honored with the highest office within the gift 
of the people of Oregon, yet a timely death only saved him from 
the utter humiliation of doffing the toga of a Senator to don the 
stripes of a convict. Mitchell's life is a mournful and instructive 
example of a great intellect and commanding personal

He deserted the wife of his youth and 


his children for a woman whom he subsequently deserted

CHINESE ACT NOT 


TOJEJIODIFIE'D 


CHICAGO, Dec. 9.—A dispatch to 


thi Tribune from Washington, D. C., 
says : 
Congress will not-enact any legisla- 


tion modifying the Chinese exclusion 
act' As a result the boycott of Ameri- 
can goods will be re-imposed shortly, 
and there will be a greater develop- 
ment 
of the 
anti-foreign 
feeling 


throughout China. 


The prediction-as to the attitude of 
Congressfwas made yesterday by lead- 
ers of rjbth House and Senate. The 
policy of the Chines* people is based 
entirely upon this attitude. In edltcs 
issued by the Chinese Emperor the 
•people were urged to refrain from 
boycotting 
American goods pending 
action by Congress. The Viceroys of 
various provinces proclaimed Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had given assurances 
that Congress would 'pass;remedlary 
measures and that the Chinese should 
continue to purchase American goods 
as heretofore until the purposes of the 
legislative 
branch of the American 
Government developed. 
it is believed the Chinese legation 
here has been making Inquiries as to 
the prospect of action by Congress, 
and 
is satisfied there ie no chance 
whatever of tie enactment of satis- 
factory legislation. 
A deadlock has' occurred in the 


was willing to define the classes of 
Chinese which should be granted en- 
trance into the United State*, thus 
authorizing 
this Government to ex- 


clude everyone who failed to come dt- 
j-ectly within those classes. With Con- 
gress unyielding and treaty negotia- 
tions 
impossible of- successful con- 
duct, the President is confronted by 
the probability of a serious blow to 
American 
commerce In the Orient. 
During the last year increase of ex- 
port was chiefly to China, Japan and 
four othjsr countries, amounting in the 
case of the first named empire to $41,- 
000,000. 
OJ this sum 123,500,000 was

UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


Police Judge Smith Holds That 


Views of Attorney Chapman 


Are Correct.

Police Judge Smith this morning de- 


cided that the demurrers interposed by 
Attorney M. C. Chapman to the com- 
plaint flled by Labor Commissioner Staf- 
ford charging Fred Becker, the wholesale 
meat merchant, with violating the child 
labor law were good and knocked out the 
complaint. 


The following Is the Court's decision: 
"The law must bear squally on ail 


within the class to which it applies. 
This act was intended to favor and pro- 
tect the child -and not the parent, and 
- -- .„ 
~- 
under provision of said act it the parent sight or cannot write legibly simple sen- 


children not attending schools are en- 
tirely excluded from the exceptions speci- 
fied in the statute under which other 
children not so situated may be em. 
ployed. 
In other words, under certain 


restrictions children having parents or a 
parent and children attending school may 
be employed under certain conditions, 
while others not having a parent or par- 
ents, or not attending school, are not 
permittee! to work in effect, for to em- 
ploy them, under'this statute, Is a crimi- 
nal offense, hence the orphan, the aban- 
doned child, and the child under the ago 
of 16 years who cannot read English at 


be suffering from sickness or any dis- 
ability and from said cause Is unable to 
furnish the child with all the necessaries 
of life that the child should have, the 
child, subject to certain conditions, Is 


• permitted to work In order to aid him- 
self. 


"But under no condition is the orphan, 


the abandoned child, or the child who 
cannot read or write, allowed to labor, 
but must depend on charity or starve. 
. "Hence the statute discriminates be- 
tween children who have parents and 
.those who have not, and those who have 
parents and have boon abandoned, and 
orphans. 
The statute, to be constitu- 


tional, must treat all children between 
the ages of K and 14 alike. This the 
present statute does not do.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 9.-Evidently. the regime of re- 


form that has been inaugurated since the re-election of Mayor 
Schmitz is going on beyond the dreams of the real reformers. 
District Attorney-elect Langdon, who will take office early in 
January, declares emphatically that he intends to be a real Dis- 
trict Attorney. That means a great deal. It is getting to be 
the fashion among District Attorneys to amount to something in 
the communities in which they serve, and Langdon seems -bent 
upon following in the footsteps of Joe Folk in' St. Louis and 
Jerome in New York. 


During his term as City Superintendent of Schools Lang- 


don has shown rather a strong personality. His efficiency, in 
that position has been recognized by all the educators, and I 
never have heard anybody who doubted his honesty. Now it re- 
mains to be seen whether he will add activity to honesty, and he 
says that he will. 


Nobody has doubted the honesty of District Attorney Lewis 


F. Byington. Nobody has questioned his ability as a prosecutor 
in the police and criminal courts. His conduct of some of the 
large criminal cases has been masterly. He has grown in this 
respect in his office. No lawyer in San Francisco would now 
lightly assume the task of defending a criminal where Byington 
was to be the prosecutor. 


- But Byington has been too good-natured to be a District At- 


torney of the forcible kind. He has never assumed the initia- 
tive in large criminal matters. It has been the rule of his office 
that some one had to make the complaint before he would begin 
work. Under those circumstances it was very easy for large 
criminals to skim very closely along the line of rascality and to 
turn many tricks in which they took desperate chances of going 
to San Quentin. That is generally the attitude of District At- 
torneys. • You have one of them built- on those lines in your own 
county. 


But Langdon now says that he will move on just the other 


plan. He declares that he will take the initiative in public 
prosecutions and will strive to bring the large criminals to book 
as well as the. small ones. If he carries out his purpose he will 
become one of the nStable figures of America and there will be a 
lively exodus to lands that offer an asylum for criminals. It 
would be a new thing in San Francisco to have a District Attor- 
ney who did not hesitate to get after the men of large political 
' pull who continually are working up very close to the line that 


separates criminality from respectability.

Considerably below this possible stand of the new Dis- 


trict Attorney is the very evident activity of. the Police Depart- 
ment in attempting to rid the city of criminals of the lower 
order. For many yeai's bunko men, pickpockets, burglars, 
-highwaymen and sneak thieves have seemed to obtain an easy 
protection in San Francisco. Some of the more active and pro- 
ficient of these gentry became known to most of the men about 
town. They were pointed out here and there in saloons and 
cafes and seemed to have a certain recognized standing in the 


community. Consequently crime flourished, no man was safe, 
no property was immune, and the rascals laughed at their "vic- 
tims when those victims made protests. 


Once in a while the rascals made a mistake. For instance, 


the pickpocket who. stole the magnificent scarf pin of Joe Har- 
vey had no great spoil. In a very few days he had to give the 
pin back. He had touched a man who had influence with the 
police. Some-member of the police .force told some member of 
the rascal force that that pin must be returned, and so it was re- 
turned. Not long ago a Captain of Police came to the Palace 
..Hotel to see "Oregon Jeff.''Asked why he wanted to see that 
card .sharper of nationalfame, he said that "Jeff" had taken 
some money from a friend of his and that he had come there to 
tell him to. give it back. That seemed to be the basis on which 
the police'and the rascals operated.

But now there is a great stir and an active arresting of the 


lower criminals who have been permitted to run at large. The 
higher criminals are not at all sure of their position. They do 
not know that their turn is not to come next. They are mighty 
uneasy. If a few of them were arrested the others would rapid- 
ly leave town, because those men are very shy of having attached 
to them a long criminal record that may be brought up against 
them no matter how far they travel.

OFJHiLD LABOR 


WASHINGTON, Doc. 9.—At yester- 


day's session of the National Child La- 
bor Committee Felix Adler of New York 
city, chairman of the national committee, 
spoke on "The Menace of Child Labor." 


Dr. Adler said that while the American 


conscience revolts against women in cer- 
tain parts of Europe performing hard la- 
bor in the fields, there ore in this coun- 
try between one and two million child 
laborers. 
The evil, he contended, was 


not only widespread, but .steadily in- 
creasing.

10.000 children working about the mines, 
about 7000 In the glass Industry, and 
the number of child 
laborers in 
tho 


southern textile mills has Increased with- 
in a few years from 24,000 to about 60,- 
000. 
He Bald there was reason to be- 


lieve that In other parts of the country 
similar conditions exist. 
The cause of 


the evil ho declared to be "the Amerl-- 
can disease"—the same disease the fear- 
ful symptoms of which lately have been 
exposed in the investigation of the in- 
surance commission In New York—the 
separation between business and morals 
and_j the unscrupulous disregard of rights 
of -which material success is at stake. 
He declared, however,

science of the people was everywhere 
awakening and there were signs of- a 
great moral upheaval and that .the chil- 
dren should bo the first to obtain the 
benefit.
